of energy, as steady and uniter- 
rupted as the flame of an oil fur- 
nace. 


The jet plane has no propeller,

Fleet Still

terrific pounding of Japan's Ryuk- 
oyu islands today and Fleet Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz announced fur- 
ther heavy damage inflicted on'the'

Carrier aircraft and airship guns 


of Adm. Raymond A. Spruance's 
U. S. Fifth Fleet carried their blaz- 
ing attack into the ninth consecu- 
tive day. 


They were centering their rain of 


bombs and shells on the Ryukyus' 
principal island of Okinawa, 325 
miles south of Japan's mainland. 


An unconfirmed 
enemy Domei 


news agency dispatch said the al- 
lackin'g American fleet included 
about J5 battleships. It declared a 
"powerful transport armada is fol- 
lowing close behind." 


Nimitz still made no mention of 


the Japanese reports thai allempt- 
ed American landings on the Ryuk- 
yus, in the vicinity of Okinawa, had 
been going on since last Sunday. 


"No landings have been attempt- 


ed yet, on Okinawa itself," today's 
Domei dispatch said. 


Nimitz' communique said the 


British force of aircraft carriers, 
batlleships and supporting units, 
under Spruance's operational com- 
mand, was continuing its attack to- 
day on the Ryukyus' southern Saki- 
shuna group. 


American- based Superfortresses, 


meanwhile, attacked airfields on 
the south Japan mainland island of 
Ryushu, 
further 
crippling 
the 


enemy's ability to send planes in 
support of the Ryukyus defenders. 
A smaller force of B-29s attacked 
the aircraft production center of 
Nagoya, on Honshu. It was the llth 
B-29 atlack on the cily. 


Nimitz' 
communique also an- 


nounced U. S. warships bombarded 
Minami Daito, easl of the Tryuk- 
yus, 
Ihe night of March 27-28. The 


following night two carrier 
task 


forces atlacked Kyushu and the 
Ryukyus. 


These forces, Ihe communique 


said, sank or damaged 47 Japanese 
ships and deslroyed or damaged 86 
planes and one glider. 
Eighteen 


enemy ships were listed as definite- 
ly sunk, 14 probably sunk and 15 
damaged. The carrier pilots 
and 


fleet gunners shot down 29 Japa- 
nese aircraft. Sixteen others were 
destroyed on the ground and 42 
oihers damaged.

the Ouachita

stated.

ion of the dam would reach $2,- 
02,000 in increased valuation 
of 


ands and $2,871,814 in production 
jcnefits, the report said.

Residents of the valley have long 
been socking some protection and 
in 1934 the U. S. Engineers made 
a complete report on a proposed 
$2,000,000 clam at DC Gray, recom- 
mending that such a dam would 
not be economically practical.

through the foothills 
of the Oua- 


chita mountains to a point where 
it enters the Ouachita just norh of 
Arkadelphia, floods without warn- 
ing'." McMillan s,aid. "It
